Executive Ralls Warns 
Landlords. Tenants 
on Evasions. 


Declaring that federal rent con 
trol “has a good set of teeth which 
will be used whenever necessary,” 
Southeastern Rent Executive 
Frank C,. Ralls warned landlords 
and tenants yesterday that any 
schemes for evasion of rent regu- 
lations are prohibited. 

The regional OPA official point- 
ed out that in defense rental areas 
in which control already has been 
imposed—of which there are 19 in 
the southeast — violators of 
regulations are subject to criminal 
penalties, civil enforcement ac- 
tions, and suits for triple damages. 

The regulation for each area, 
Ralls added, specifically prohibits 
evasions “by way of. absolute or 
conditional sale, sale with pur- 
chase money, or other form of 
mortgage, or sale with the option 
to repurchase,’ or by modification 
of practices regarding payment of 
commissions and other charges, or 


through changes in services. 


Ralls explained that the regula- 
tions prevent tenants from agree- 
ment to pay higher rent that the 
area’s ceiling provides, making 
them, as well as landlords, liable 
to prosecution. He said any pos- 
criminal proceedings as re- 
sult of violations would be insti- 
tuted in district federal courts fol-

The provision was part of an 
order imposing new blanket re- 
etrictions on the manufacture of 
spare parts for all types of auto- 
motive equipment, covering the 
last half of the year, and affect- 
ing 400 makers of replacement 
parts 

The new turn-in requirement is

tion, WPB explained. 

In addition, the order forbids

Figures compiled by press services put the 
July 4th weekend holiday toll at 241, which 
is 387 less than the number killed during the 
corresponding period last year. The saving in 
lives is significant in that only 124 met death 
on highways this year, compared with 384 
deaths from traffic accidents last year. 

This was to be expected because the rubber 
shortage and the gas rationing in eastern states 
reduced the number of cars on highways.

There the British surrendered a force of 
75,000 men who, it had-been expected, would be able to withstand 
a siege for months. After fighting their way down the Malay 
peninsula, the Japs were held up no more than a couple of days 
in bridging the gap of water separating Singapore from the main- 
land. 

Competent military observers had predicted that the imperial 
forces would make Singapore another Verdun of the Pacific. It 
would have been if they had put up the same kind of resistance 
our Army did in the Philippines under General MacArthur. 

Perhaps the answer to it is that the British for centuries have 
placed the main emphasis among their armed forces on the navy. 
There is nothing in the present war record to show that British 
seamen have ldst any of their traditional tenacity. They are still 
among the world’s best fighters on battleships. Nothing better 
illustrates their dogged determination to carry through to the end 
than the Graf Spee incident. The same has been true of every 
naval engagement in which the British have been involved. 

But the naval fighting spirit has not been sufficiently imbued 
in the army. Until they get tougher they will continue to lose 
battles; The Germans and the Japs are fighting the war to kill. 
So are+the Russians. We and the British will have to throw over- 
board all scruples about killing until we blot the Axis off the earth. 
If we don’t they will blot us out first.
